ACHS opposes funding plan

"We're not opposed to the 
Teacher's Retirement Insurance 
Program (TRIP)," said Antioch 
Community High School Supt. 
Dennis Hockney. "We're opposed to 
the way the state wants to fund it." 

Hockney explained that under 
the state's plan, proposed by Gov. 
George Ryan, local schools are being 
asked to pay what amounts to a tax 
to bail out shortfalls in ihe plan 
instead of using money from the 
Illinois' general fund. Between $28- 
30,000 is being sought from the dis- 
trict, about .4 percent of its teacher 
payroll to TRIP. 

Both Hockney and the board of 
education have written letters to 



Rep. Timothy Osmond (R-Illinois) 
asking that he also oppose the 
request. 

"This is an unfunded mandate," 
said Hockney. "That's why we 
oppose it. Nothing has been written 
into the budget for it. 

Hockney said the Illinois 
Alliance of School Administrators 
(LASA) would fight the state's efforts 
when the fall veto session begins for 
the state legislature on Nov. 27, after 
Thanksgiving. 

For active teachers, there would 
be an increase from .50-.65 percent 
effective in January 2002 and an 
increase to .75 percent in 2004. 

Retirees could see an increase in 
premiums of up to 10 percent in 
2003, and a reduction in prescrip- 
tion drug benefits. 



Deercrest trial date pushed back

closed on the purchase of the 
Glick property.

Goshgarian has now denied at 
least four of Lake County's 
motions. "The county keeps filing 
motions to dismiss or motions to 
have damages dropped, and the 
judge isn't allowing it," said 
Neuerman.

Neumann Homes and the Anest 
brothers joining the Deercrest 
lawsuit. 

Additionally, according to 
Neuerman, the county sought to 
have the trial date moved back by 
eight to 12 months, but the court 
date was only moved back to 
April. 

Neuerman said the county 
continues to "drag its feet." He 
said Lake County discussed tak- 
ing its own depositions 
(Deercrest deposed about one- 
half dozen county officials) from 
Deercrest, but never followed up 
on the dates offered. "We offered 
dates in late October and early 
November," added Neuerman. 
"We never heard back from the 
county." 

Property owners and devel- 
opers have paid millions of dol- 
lars in special service fees to the 
county for a sewage system that 
was never completed. This 
incomplete system has halted 
development on the properties 
involved.

Now on a normal day at 9:07 in the 
morning, I realize the chances are pretty slim 
of actually getting a live body to talk to, so 1 
knew my goose was cooked with this being a 
holiday. 

As I imagined, a recorded message came 
on giving me options for "panic." I followed 
all the necessary button pushing steps and 
hung up the phone knowing Mr. Tom Turkey 
had to be stuffed and in the oven by 10:30 
a.m. or dinner was going to consist of pie, 
cake and peanut butter and jelly sandwiches. 

Trying to remain optimistic that power 
would soon be restored, I kept busy doing 
the things that didn't require electricity: 
dusting, window washing, table setting, pac- 
ing, and muttering. 

Lo and behold, at 10:25 a.m., as I was just 
about to pack up the turkey and all its trim- 
mings for a trip up to my dad's house, power 
was restored to the Pringle household. 
Dinner would be late, but none the less, it 
would be served. 

So, as we all gathered around our food- 
laden table for our Thanksgiving feast, and 
one by one we expressed what we were 
thankful for this year, amongst all those who 
were grateful for freedom, life, prosperity and 
love, I was most thankful for Benjamin 
Franklin and his invention of electricity. 

And so goes another "Jingle from 
Pringle."

He doesn't say too much. 
Instead, Warren's Quentin 
Herring simply leads by exam- 
ple. 

Just ask Palatine Fremd head 
coach Mo Tharp, who called 
Herring a force around the bas- 
ket. 

"He's a really nice player that 
knows his limitations," said 
Tharp after his Vikings fell to the 
Blue Devils 60-47 in second- 
round action of the Warren 
Thanksgiving tournament. 

"He really gives you fits and 
knows what his position is. He 
catches the ball effectively, 
scores inside and basically 
works like die dickens." 

Tharp has some good points 
on the 6-foot, 3-inch senior for- 
ward. 

Herring has gotten to where 
he is basically doing it by the 
book— working his way through 
the mystique of the Warren sys- 
tem. 

"'Q' has done a great job of 
learning from situations," said 
Warren head coach Chuck 
Ramsey.

In the finale against 
Carmel, scoring was down a little 
for Herring. He netted only seven 
points while snaring seven 
boards but the Devils still put the 
finishing touches on the tourna- 
ment tide, going 3-0. 

"He'll have nights where his 
scoring might be limited but he 
does so many other things that 
help us win," said Ramsey. "He 
did a great job of kicking it out to 
the open perimeter shooters 
when they (Carmel) collapsed on 
him. He's very athletic, physical and has great 
body control." 

These are just a few of the reasons oppo- 
nents should take *Q' seriously, much like the 
way players coming through the ranks have 
viewed their basketball at the North Suburban 
school.

HELPING HAND 

Food pantries are reporting families who 
arc now getting food formerly worked for 
such companies as Lucent Technologies, 
Motorola and United Airlines, as well as in 
retail and for supply companies. 

"If a man pulls up in a Mercedes and 
needs food we give it to him. He may have lost 
his job and all he has Is that Mercedes." said 
the Rev. Henry Johnson of First Fellowship 
Baptist Church in Waukcgan. 

For many Americans, wages have simply 
not risen enough in the last few years to cover 
the increased cost of living, and food has 
become an unafibrdable luxury. 

According to a 2001 study done by A2H, of 
those people seeking emergency food relief, 
35percent - more than one in three - had to 
choose between paying their rent and buying 
food. 

Although the prevalence of hunger varies 
regionally, A2H has found through its nation- 
al hunger study that a great number of the 
people they serve are seniors and a greater 
number still are under the age of 18. 

These findings reflect the diversity of who 
is hungry in America today. Although in the 
last several months, pantries around the area 
have been seeing a bigger increase in the 
types of people who are hungry. 

"My shelves are more empty now then 
they have been in the last three years," said 
Johnson. "What I am seeing is a very big 
increase in need. We don't know how we are 
going to meet it financially." 

According to Weber, finding people who 
are hungry in Lake County is not as easy as in 
the big cities. 

"We are seeing a new profile for people 
who are hungry," said Weber. "They are not 
desperately poor, but they lost their job and 
have a family to feed. It may be your neighbor 



or friend." 

According to the A2H study, of all the 
hungry people in Lake County, more than half . 
arc high school graduates and almost 90 per- 
cent are American citizens. 

The study also claims that the average 
number of people in a household with hunger 
is three and that 48.8 percent of the house- 
holds have at least one working adult. 

When available incomes cannot or do not 
exceed normal and reasonable expenses, the 
resulting gap translates into people doing 
without. 

"The economy is really affecting a lot of 
families," said Brooks. "We serve about 30 
families a week during the regular season, but 
in the last two months the amount of people 
has increased." ,. 

When the gap between the amount of 
money a family has and the amount they 
must spend is small, the options are easy. For 
example, by forgoing restaurant meals or 
movies the shortfall is barely perceptible. 

But, in at least one in 10 American house- 
holds, the gap becomes to large to cover with- 
out external help. Food banks and other agen- 
cies are helping those situations so that at 
least people can eat. 

Northern Illinois Food Bank's individual 
donations have plummeted an average of 35 
percent since the September disaster. 
Questions now arise over how certain nation- 
al charities arc using funds. 

Last year the food bank passed 8 million 
pounds of food through their doors and this 
year Weber believe the number can increase 
to 10 million. 

"Everyone has been centered around a 
national effort in recent months, but what peo- 
ple have to realize is there are a lot of people 
who need help at a local level," said Weber. 
"Donations and volunteers are important so 
that we can get the resources out to the people 
in the community who need them." For more 
informaion on how you can help feed the hun- 
gry of Lake County call 847-336-FOOD.

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Zion food pantry overcomes fire, re-opens

Uke a Phoenix rising from the ashes, the 
Faith Food Pantry in Zion is again providing 
food to Lake County families in need. 

On Nov, 17, the Faith Food Pantry, at 2801 
VV. 30th St., burned to the ground just days 
before the Thanksgiving holiday. The fire con- 
sumed food meant to feed 3,000 people for 
Thanksgiving, destroyed the storage facility. 
Losses totaled $15,000. 

News of the fire spread quickly. 
Immediately after the fire, the pantry received 
donations of both money and food totaling 
$40,000. The Lake County Farm Bureau deliv- 
ered 100 frozen turkeys with two days to spare 
before Thanksgiving. Additionally, the Greater 
Chicago Food Depository replaced all of the 
non-perishable food items lost in the fire, 
while cash and food donations began to pour 
in from Chicago and other north shore com- 
munities. 

A church in Buffalo Grove trucked in 35 
boxes of food, and local Jewel-Osco manager 
Barry Eisfeldt, donated hams and turkeys. In 
spite of the fire, and because of the over- 
whelming generosity of so many communi- 
ties, the Pantry was still able to feed over 4,000

people for Thanksgiving. 

"Eighty-five percent of the families we 
served are working poor who do not make 
enough money from their jobs to feed their 
families. I wouldn't doubt that many children 
are unaware that the food on their table may 
come from a food pantry," said Chen" Ditzig, 
supervisor of Zion Township. 

Because of this, according to Peter Porett, 
who has been a volunteer at the Pantry for the 
last four years, "we have a motto we abide by 
here, and that is to feed the hungry with digni- 
ty." When asked to further explain he replied, 
"we expect that our clients arc treated the way 
you or I would expect to be treated if we were 
in a similar position." 

One couple who learned about the fire 

would prove to be the most Instrumental in 

getting the pantry back into service. John Sfire 
and Bobbl, his wife of 25 years, sprung into 
action to try to help the pantry in its moment 

of need. John was immediately on the phone 
with Rev. Jesse Wallace and asked, "what will it 



Number off needy families in county at 57, 
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Faith Food Pantry was started in 1975 
by Rev. Jesse Wallace, who is also the Pastor 
for the Faith Tabernacle Church of God in 
Christ. 

The church operated a soup kitchen 
serving meals to the needy when the 
pantry first opened, but discontinued the 
service in 1987 to focus solely on food dis- 
tribution. At first, canned-good donations 
were brought in by church members until 
a growing number of grocery stores and 
businesses in Waukegan, North Chicago 
and Zion, began donating goods and 
money to help out the pantry. Since the 
beginning, the pantry has always been run 
by an all volunteer staff. - * 

Volunteers unload the truck when food 
comes in, and then sort and box foodstuffs 
into family packages. Paul Last is a long 
time volunteer who said, "when the clients 
pull up in their cars, v#» will take the food 
over and help load the food into their car. 
For those who cannot gel here, we will 
make deliveries of food to their homes." 
The pantry averages sue to seven volun- 
teers on distribution day and says they can 
always use more, especially during the 
busy holidays.- 

The pantry is open every Wednesday 
from 10 a.m.-2 p.m. and now serves nearly 
150 families, almost 700 people, every 
week. This equates to over 10,000 pounds 
of food and produce each week, or about 
260 tons of food per year. During the past 
1 1 months, the pantry has fed 18,000 peo- 
ple and in recent months has seen a 22 
percent increase in demand. If the 
increase continues at the^cunent rate, it is 
projected that 35,000 people will need to 
be fed by the pantry in the next 12 months. 
Due to limited financial resources, clients 
can receive food only once per month. 

The increased demand, coupled with a 
diminishing supply, is making the job of 
feeding the hungry in Lake County much 
harder. Lake County has a population of 



over 644,000 people, of which, 32,000 fami- 
lies are at the poverty level, according to 
the 2000 census. H. Dennis Smith is the 
executive director of the Northern Illinois 
Food Bank and said that the number of 
those who are in need has increased 37 
percent, to 57,000 families, from July 
through September. The food to feed all of 
these hungry families comes from varying 
sources. 

•The pantry purchases most of the food 
from the Greater Chicago Food Depository, 
or the Northern Illinois Food Bank for dis- 
tribution to their clients. Industries like 
Kraft, Coca Cola and Entenmann's Bakery 
donate food, as do a number of other 
companies. The Federal Emergency 
Management Administration (FEMA) and 
the USD A are also sources of food for the 
pantry. A client will typically receive a two 
or three supply of food, according to USDA 
guidelines, depending upon the size of the 

family. 

"Finding food to acquire is probably 
the most difficult problem," said Sfire. The 
entire Sfire family is involved and John has 
equipped the staff at the construction 
company to be able to take donations and 
manage the ever-growing client database. 
The need for donations of food and money 
are increasing and those who wish to con- 
tribute are asked to please do so by calling 

847-438-5000. 

All of the clients served by the pantry 
are registered and receive a pantry identifi- 
cation card. The requirements to register 
are that you must be an Illinois resident 
and have a photo ID. Currently there are 
1,250 families registered at the pantry, but 
walk-ins are always welcome to come by 
and are never denied access to food. 
Families who would like to register at the 
Faith Food Pantry can call 847-746-1309, 
or stop by the pantry at 2801 W. 30th St. in 
Zion on Wednesdays between 10 a.m. and 
2 p.m. 



take to feed 750 people right now?" Reverend 
Wallace replied, "about $3,000." Mr. Sfire then 
told Reverend Wallace, "I will be there to give 
you a check." 

The following week, true to his word, John 
and Bobbi were at the pantry with their check. 
Sfire told Wallace that "it doesn't feel good 
enough to just write a check, show me what 
happened." At that point Reverend Wallace 
escorted John and Bobbi to the still smolder- 
ing ruins of the building. John, observing the 
devastation, turned to his wife and said, "we 
need to build them a new building for the food 
pantry." 

Sfire is a prosperous real estate developer 
and owner of Fidelity Construction, a company 
specializing in building shopping centers. John 
commented, "we live in North Barrington, we 
have a nice home and a good business, thank 
God, and we contribute to many worthwhile 
causes because we want to give back to the 
community. I am lucky because whenever I go 
to my refrigerator, there's always food there to 
eat. Our children are grown and we feel our 
lives have been blessed, so this is one way of 
giving something back." 

Bobbi added, "this is so much different 
than just writing a check and throwing money 
at a situation. We've gotten personally 
involved and come to know and pray along 
side of these people, which is much more ful- 
filling then just signing your name on a piece 

of paper. 

Since getting involved, Bobbi spends 
three or four days a week at the pantry and 
sometimes those days last as long as 14 hours. 
This does not include the one hour journey 
(each way) from her home in North 
Barrington. "The amount of time spent here 
increases with the holidays," she concluded. 

Reverend Wallace, and the pantry board of

directors, has appointed the Sfircs to oversee 
the food distribution, Bobbi has assumed the 
role of director of operations, and John is in 
charge of the finances, also the food procure- 
ment which in itself can be a daunting task, "I 
like to be on the road by 5 a.m. so I can avoid 
traffic on my trip to the Greater Chicago Food 
Depository near Midway airport. There are 
times when I do not get home until after 5 or 7 
p.m." 

Not only does John make the food runs, but 
he has donated a considerable amount of time 
and money to the pantry. "It s^t to the point 
where we were collecting enough food to war- 
rant using a truck to do so. So I went out and 
bought a truck to use to pick up donations." 

John built the new building and absorbed 
$25,000 of the cost of construction. John has 
also poured the concrete slab for a planned sec- 
ond building. The slab and the second building 
are also donated by John and will be built by his 

co nstructioiv company. "The approximate cost 
to build these two buildings will average about 
$20 per square foot," John said. - , >; . ; 

Reverend Wallace said that "helping fam- 
ilies before the fire was at times a bit disorga- 
nized and chaotic." Prior to the fire, the pantry 
managed to serve between 60 and 75 families, 
or about 300 people each week. Charles 
Fitzgerald IV, supervisor for Shields Township 
said, "I had breakfast with Reverend Wallace 
the morning before the fire, and at the time 
there was no way I could have imagined what 
has happened since that day. For people who 
do not believe in miracles, here is a perfect 
example of one." Fitzgerald continued, "with- 
out the coverage of the fire by the news media, 
John and Bobbi Sfire would never have heard 
about the pantry." 

The general consensus seems to be that 
the fire was truly a blessing in disguise 
because this year the Faith Food Pantry served 
approximately 1,500 families, or about 5,< 
people on Thanksgiving.

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Whitley stresses importance of joining state Chamber

Newly appointed president and CEO of 
the Illinois Chamber of Commerce, Doiifj 
Whitley, addressed the small, informal crowd 
at the November forward luncheon spon- 
sored by the Lake County Chamber of 

Commerce. 

Whitley has only been in his position for 
two months, having served as the president of 
Ameritcch Illinois, prior to joining the 
Midwest Public Affairs Group, a Chicago- 
based public relations firm. 

Whitley acknowledged that the state 
Chamber has had a rough couple of years, and 
even former members of the Chamber have 
told him they are glad he's'there now. 

"I will be a person who is out and about 
and will be aggressive/ 1 he said. 

Starting in January, Whitley said he would 
begin traveling the state, passing out surveys 
to business owners to sec what issues are on 
their minds that the Chamber may be able to 
help with. 

Whitley said a common misconception 
business people have is that they automati- 
cally belong to the state Chamber of 
Commerce if they are a member of their local 
group. 

"We beg for members," he said. "We pro- 
vide" a voice for businesses and they haven't 
had a united voice in over a decade." 

Whitley was direct in saying that the busi- 
ness community had become "complacent" 



while the business climate was good. 

He described some businesses as "fat and 
sassy." 

"As a business advocate, we arc a political 
animal and want members in each communi- 
ty and voting district," Whitley said. "If you 
write a check to support a candidate, you 
should write one to the state Chamber to pro- 
tect your investment." 

Predominantly, Whitley said candidates 
complain that they don't hear from business 
owners, but rather employees, unions and 
local government representatives. 

With the upcoming redistricting going on 
in the state, Whitley said the 2002 elections 
will have a lot at stake. 

"Democrats could end up taking the state 
and the governor's office," he said. "I'm not 
saying that the Democrats will make the same 
mistakes as 25 years ago, which was one of the 
worst business climates." 

He added that war and economy should 
not be a huge concern to businesses because 
there arc political matters decided upon daily 
that can "adversely affect business." 

Whitley said the state Chamber will pro- 
vide a voice in favor of infrastructure improve- 
ments, citing that "it is important for every- 
thing we do and it's important for our state." 

"We want to raise money to defeat candi- 
dates who aren't pro-business and elect those 
who are," he added. 

In Washington, Whitley said a House Bill 
is on the table which would extend unemploy- 
ment benefits for an additional 19 weeks in

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Rep. Carter rebuts 'unresponsive' tag

Lake County Board Rep. Bonnie Carter (R- 
Ingleside) fired back this week at charges that 
she has been unresponsive to Issues surround- 
ing a high density development In southern 
Grant Township. 

Leaders of a west Lake County citizens 
group, the Grant Township Territorial 
Association (GTTA) charged that Carter, who 
represents a district including Wauconda, has 
not heeded their call to get an opinion from 
the Illinois Attorney General's office. 

The GTTA wants an opinion on whether 
the proposed Terra Springs, a 500-unit multi- 
family plan for 65 acres to be annexed to Fox 
Lake, violates the Illinois Drainage Code. GTTA 
members are homeowners of the adjacent 
Fisher Estates, a 30-year-old, upscale subdivi- 
sion of homes that could be impacted by high 



■ 

water runoff from the proposed development. 
Carter, while saying she is very concerned 
about the impact the high density develop- 
ment would have on Fox Lake and surround- 
ing residential areas, said the drainage issue 
does not come under the jurisdiction of the 
state attorney general. 

"The Illinois Drainage Act is a local issue/' 
said Carter, "and therefore it would be the 
(Lake County) state's attorney's office that 
would look at any lawsuits by homeowners. 
The state's attorney's office does the enforce- 
ment and it would be done in district court." 

Carter said she has knowledge of letters to 
the governing board of the GTTA from the 
state's attorney's office, that also outline the 
state's attorney's office jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter. 

Carter acknowledged that "the GTTA 
board members are aggressively working to 
minimize the impact from this development 



and I support those efforts and share the same 
concerns." 

Carter, as a commissioner for five years 
with the Lake County Stormwater 
Management Agency, said that the residents of 
Fisher Estates have already . been given 
stormwater runoff protection. "Through the 
permit approval process, stormwater ordi- 
nances would not allow any increased flooding 
downstream (of Terra Springs, at Fisher 
Estates)." 

Other measures, said Carter, would 
include the use, if needed, of 100-year storm 
pipes, that would drain the new multi-family 
site at a very restricted rate, and prevent any 
flooding downstream. 

With the apartment complex designed to 
have only one high-way access, GTTA leaders 
fear that nearby Nippersink Road would 
become overburdened from the additional 
motorists.

Wrong time for 

GOP unity 

For decades, Republicans have chicled Democrats for avoiding 
the prescribed nominating process for candidate selection 
through primary elections as opposed to "slating" determined 
by party bosses acting behind the scene, pulling strings and 
making deals. Open GOP primaries vs. Democrat slates, indeed, is re- 
garded as a major difference between the two parties. 

Now comes new state Republican chairman Lee Daniels with a 
plan to "unify" the GOP by drawing a state ticket that would essential- 
ly eliminate primary competition. Ironically, the Democratic primary, 
at least for governor, is shaping up as a robust event with at least three 
candidates contesting for the nomination. 

While this role reversal might serve as interesting subject matter 
for study by political scientists, what it boils down is a brazen attempt 
by Daniels and insider cohorts to dictate how the November general 
election will be shaped. Daniels is attempting to grease the way for At- 
torney General Jim Ryan's nomination over Lt. Gov. Corinne Wood and 
State Sen. Patrick O'Malley. 

Daniels has his timetable backwards. The time for Republican 
unity is the general election, not primary time which rightly is the test- 
ing grounds for anyone offering themselves for public office. Party 
unity in November, by the way, is a Republican novelty in itself. 

High-speed rail 
opens new vistas 

akeland's geographic position puts it virtually at the hub of a 
high speed rail network linked to O'Hare International that 
would enhance national security and fuel economic growth. 
The mil link, patterned after European models, would af- 
ford Lake County residents the opportunity to travel to a number of 
midwest cities with a choice of four to nine or more departure times at 
travel times exceeding or matching air travel in safety and conve- 
nience. O'Hare could be avoided completely in trips to cities like St. 
Louis, Detroit, Cleveland, Indianapolis, the Quad Cities, Des Moines 
and Kansas City. 

The Midwest High Speed Rail Coalition envisions a transportation 
system capitalizing on Chicago's strength as the nation's air and rail 
hub. Lake County, already served by a comprehensive commuter rail 
system with 30 stations and more to be added, would be a major play- 
er in the development of the system. 

High speed rail advocates see use of existing right-of-ways as a big 
advantage both in time and money over expanding O'Hare, for exam- 
ple, or building new roadways like the Route 53 extension. Adding a 
single new runway at O'Hare is projected to take up to 10 years; al- 
most as much time would be needed to build Route 53, which has a 
sort of cult following, even if the green light was flashed today. 

History shows that large numbers of people and goods can be 
moved quickly and efficiently by rail. Lake County's rail corridors pro- 
vided the paths to growth and development in the past. People and 
politicians will have to set aside auto and air bias to provide a new 
"golden era" for high-speed rail to dig out of the quagmire of highway 
gridlock and airport congestion. 

Let's open our eyes and ears to what rail expansion has to offer. 
We're closer than you think.

Selling out a town 

Like the second act of a Shakespearean tragedy, our com- 
munities are once again focused upon thwarting a clear and 
present danger—an ominous threat that will affect our fami- 
lies and neighbors; one which will significantly (and nega- 
tively) impact the long-term economic and environmental 
well-being of our local area; one which will eat away at the 
fabric of the quality-of-life which we all cherish. 

As one friend of mine recently pointed out, "If this is- 
sue wasn't so serious, it might actually be comical*." A Di- 
vine Comedy (in the spirit of Dante), indeed. 

Enter the protagonists, Mayor Russell and the Volo 
Power Plant 

Mayor Bunnell Russell of Volo has decided that it is in 

his economic best-interest to invite a power plant into the 

Volo-Wauconda-lsland Lake-Lake moor-Round Lake-Fox 

Lake area. Specifically, the proposed site is adjacent to his 

farm, on his land, at 30563 N. Route 12 (just south of Route 

120). Where pigs once fed, power plants may likely churn 
and billow. You can see the proposed location on the Web 

at: http://www.ripeok0r.org' 

It is no coincidence that the Volo debacfe comes on the 
heels of the demise of the Round Lake Peaker Plant pro- 
posal—recent media coverage indicated that ideas in Volo 
were being finalized within two weeks after the defeat of 
Mayor Gentes' initiative in Round Lake. Compared to the 
infamous First Act, however, this scheme is developing to 
be even darker and more ominous — and one played out on 
a stage that one comprises a total of 180 citizens (48 of 
whom voted in the last Volo election). Contrast this to the 
five neighboring villages that comprise roughly 35,000 resi- 
dents who will be unduly affected (without benefit or with- 
out vote) by the operation of the plant. Of the 48 voters 
within Volo, it's not even clear who would vote for the con- 
struction of the plant— right now, there is one definite vote: 
Mayor Russell's. 

Some of the facts that are known to date: Mayor Russell 
owns the land where the proposed plant will be built— it is 
likely that he will be compensated handsomely for his 
property (which sits south of Route 120 and east of Route 
12 between Volo and Wauconda),The land will require a re- 
zoning from agricultural use to one that suits the develop- 
ment of a power plant to justify construction. The plant be- 
ing considered is called a combined cycle plant; it will use a 
minimum of 6.5 million gallons of water (source un- 
known); and it will likely operate 24 hours a day, 365 days 

per year. 

like other plants of similar size and magnitude, neigh- 
bors within the 5-mile "ground zero" radius of the plant will 
be negatively impacted as well— especially on the econom- 
ic front. Property values are likely to fall; school district rev- 
enues will drop accordingly, other municipalities will suffer 
because of Mayor Russell's myopia and avarice. 1 sincerely 
hope that future generations of Voloites will look back 
upon die history of this day with great disdain— selling out 
of their community for an elected official's benefit At the 
very least, western Lake County should prepare itself for , /' 
the onslaught of future, negative business development •|B 
that will occur, more power plants, industrial waste sites, 
and garbage dumps. It's happened before, it will happen 

again. 

Even the staunchest zealots of industrial growth (at all 

cost) in Lake County would have an ethical dilemma with 
this scenario: a sitting mayor selling his land to construct at 
power plant. One word: unbelievable. 

On Saturday, Dec. i (currently scheduled for 10*30 
a.m.) Volo is holding its only publicly announced hearing 
on the subject at the Volo Village Hall. This is likely to be the 
only opportunity to express your viewpoint. I hope to see 
you mere. In the spirit of our rich heritage as Americans, 
voices will need to be heard, opinions expressed, and ener- 
gies focused. This is a fight that we can't afford to lose for 

the posterity of our community.

My son has trouble learning and I Ve 
noticed that part of the reason, at least, 
seems to be related lo his Inability to 
work without hesitation. He seems to 
hesitate a lot and becomes Interrupted. 
Then he goes to something else. It does- 
n't seem to matter If he's In a situation 
that Is distracting or not It happens 
anyway. This doesn't bode well at 
school. A lot of the people I've spoken 
with at school seem to want to group 
this Into the whole attention thing that 
seems to be so popular today. I don't 
see It that way because he Is perfectly 
able to do other non-school related 
things In a smooth flowing way. When It 
comes to school subjects, however, 
there Is this Interruption quality to his 
work. I know I've read another column 
In the past about learning and attention 
that you wrote, but I wonder If you 
could speak to this Issue a little. Thank 
you. S.L. 

DearS.L, 

I have coined a term that I call, "thought 
interruption." It involves cognitive process- 
ing and hesitation in responding to informa- 
tion. I've noticed that since I've been doing 
my cognitive processing program, that all the 
kids I'm dealing with have exactly what you 
are describing.. 

This is the difficulty with smooth, imme- 
diate, thought flow or maintaining the same 
subject or thought for an extended period of 
time. It is also a problem with immediate 
hesitation that blocks the correct synthesis of 
whatever the child is trying to do. The child 
gets stuck on something and then gets side-

tracked by something else. My thought is that 
if attention is good in other areas besides 
school, it's a clue that there may be a pro- 
cessing problem occurring. Processing is 
about interpreting, organizing, manipulating 
and remembering sensory information (visu- 
al, auditory and tactile.) This can be trained 
and improved. Once we start working with 
helping the processing skills and the 
"thought 

interruption or hesitation" problem, kids 
seem to be able to respond more quickly and 
handle longer and longer time periods of the 
work. You see, my belief is that keeping a 
child there with the work is 98% of the 
battle. I see kids every day who hesitate and 
then "flyaway" to something else. I train ■ 
them to stick with it even if it is hard and 
after that training occurs for a period of time, 
the child finds it easier and more normal to 
stay and figure it out. It's somewhat like the 
concept of performing on stage. Anyone who 
has ever been on stage has been told that if 
you forget a line to just keep going and- 
chances are, the audience will never know. If 
you do that successfully, the show goes on 
and no one knows better. Training these kids 
to keep going even after they have felt the 
hesitation is the same concepL If you can 
teach them to stay in the game, they have a 
better chance of finishing. I find this to be

true every time. 

There is also a behavioral part to this in 
just about every situation. 

Think about it. If there is a processing 
problem of any kind, of course a child's 
thoughts would be interrupted and another 
activity engaged because anything else would 
feel better to do than focus on something you 
can't interpret, maintain or do well at That's 
just human. 

Most school work takes extended periods 
of being able to stay with one subject. Much 
of what kids are exposed to today seems to be 
the exact opposite. It seems that they are sur- 
rounded with stimuli that is done quickly. 
The T.V. shows and the video games tend to 
jump a lot. There is a lot of fast movement 
from thing to thing. It makes it more excit- 
ing, but you have to wonder if the mindset of 
jumping around rather than staying with one 
thing is being trained in more areas of life 
than one for these kids. 

I view working with "thought interrup- 
tion and hesitation" as one of the most 
important parts of what I do. I focus on help- 
ing kids to become more automatic in their 
responses. It is the automatic quality of 
response mat helps kids absorb things the 
first time and thus be more interested in stay- 
ing with it. It also helps kids to stay on target 
regardless of what distractions there are 
around them. It helps them to know how to 
finish one thing before moving on to the next 
It helps them to learn about perfecting skills. 
It creates a feeling of success within them 
which is so important to their continuation of 
hunger to learn. 

Hesitation is something that can be 
trained and improved. Most of the time I see 
it in kids, it is a habit that has been formed 
and practiced over years. Therefore, it is 
something that needs to be focused on and 
trained in an opposite .way if you want it to be 
different The fortunate thing is, even if it 
takes years to build a habit, it does not take 
an equal amount of time to breaJc the habit 

This is about the best I can do in my 'col- 
umn.

till it's too late. There is a degree of hearing 
loss associated with aging, and infections, 
sudden loud or prolonged noise, diseases

Your audiologist will help you make an 
informed decision about your hearing care 
and provide you with communication strate- 
gies to help make listening easier.

ing the same period a year ago." Dozens of 
other energy-saving products can be found in 
the aisles of national home centers like The 
Home Depot and Lowe's. Like any major pro- 
ject, it's best to have a plan before purchasing 
new products. 

Carefully examine your whole house. 
Imagine it is a boat and each room is a com- 
partment. You want to keep your energy in- 
side and keep the summer heat and winter ' 
cold outside. Start identifying the major ener- 
gy leaks at the walls, windows, and attic. The 
goal should be to improve the insulation of 
the home to keep summer heat outside and 
winter heating inside. 

Make a list of what puts the major "loads" 
on your utility bill, both summer and winter. 
In case you don't know what to look for, start 
with several popular "do-it-yourself* web- 
sites, which list many energy-saving projects 
and products, including evaluations of their 
effectiveness. Your local utility company may 
offer low-cost energy audits by trained per- 
sonnel who will walk through your home with 
you. 

Remember to evaluate the year-round en- 
ergy savings formula. Some products that re- 
duce summer cooling costs may not improve 



your winter heating expenses. And some win- 
ter products may not have any summer value. 

Consider the total annual energy use be- 
fore purchasing active or passive conservation 
products. Active energy conservation products 
generally save energy by using less of it than 
older models of a similar appliance. For exam- 
ple, a new heat pump would be much more ef- 
ficient than the thirty-year old air conditioner it 
replaces. Passive energy products do not use 
energy themselves, but reduce the energy use 
of an existing product or system. By example, 
heat reflecting window film improves the ener- 
gy efficiency of existing windows or storm 
panes. Whether active or passive, the true value 
of an energy-saving product is measured by 
how well it saves you money and improves 
your comfort. 

For both summer and winter energy sav- 
ings, start witli windows, walls and major appli- 
ances. In a perfect world, every home would 
have the newest-generation of energy-efficien- 
cy insulated windows, the highest R-valueof 
wall and ceiling insulation, and the best heat 
pump, tankJess water heater and cold-water 
washing machine. Together, replacing all these 
products could reduce an average household 
utility bill more than 25 percent. But the imme- 
diate cost would be $10,000 to $15,000. Because 



the world is not perfect, recent stock market 
downturns and job downsizings have forced 
most families, especially those on fixed in- 
comes, to look for more low-cost, high-benefit, 
near-term solutions. 

Examples of low-cost, passive energy-sav- 
ing products include insulation jackets and 
timers for hot water heaters, compact flores- 
cent bulbs, programmable thermostats, storm 
panes, additional attic and wall insulation, 
caulking and weather stripping, and sun con- ■ .

Military reservists whose mortgage loans were closed before 
they were called to active duty may be eligible to have interest 
rates on those loans reduced to 6 percent while they serve in the 
armed forces, said Peter R. Dwars, executive director of the Illi- 
nois Housing Development Authority. 

"Illinois men and women called up to combat terrorism around 
the world can use help to ease immediate financial responsibilities," 
said Dwars. "One way is to take advantage of a federal law allowing re- 
servists who receive orders putting them on active duty to apply for a 
reduction in their mortgage rates to 6 percent." 

Dwars said the Soldiers' and Sailors' Civil Relief Act of 1940 re- 
quires military personnel who believe they could benefit from the law's 



provisions to contact their mortgage holder because financial institu- 
tions have no way of knowing which Illinois residents have been put on 
active duty. 

The act also provides that if a reservist's spouse or partner 
co-signed mortgage documents, they could also be eligible for 
mortgage-interest relief. It is only possible to determine whether 
any particular mortgage might be reduced to a 6 percent interest 
rate by contacting directly the bank or savings and loan that ser- 
vices it, Dwars said.

Q B Wilh the holidays right around the corner, I 
■ was thinking of taking on a second job to 
supplement my income. I wanted to know if it was 
necessary that 1 inform my current employer that I 
am working a second job. Please advise. R.G. (via 
Email) 

A B lt is not necessary to inform your current 
■ employer of what you do with your time out- 
side of work unless it has been a factor in your 
employment. If you arc under contract whereby the 
company frowns down upon moonlighting, or tak- 
ing secondary employment in a company that is a 
direct conflict of interest with the first, you may 
have a problem. If the secondary position interferes 
however with your current position, you may also 
have a problem. For instance, if you arc a salaried 
employee who is expected to work overtime when 
necessary and it becomes a problem whereby you 
cannot because you will be late for your second job, 
you may be putting your main job in jeopardy. In a 
case like that, it is wise to be above board with your 
boss. It is not uncommon for employees to want to 
supplement their income before the holidays so as 
not to cause financial stress to themselves. Some 
employers will actually offer their employees a kind 
of holiday loan so their employees can avoid the 
need to work a second job during the holidays. If 
you find that you will need to take on this addition- 
al position, make sure that you are not burning the 
candle at both ends. Don't take on a job that is going 
I to require you lo work two shifts back to back. 
[Working two shifts docs not allow you enough 
j sleep. It will show on your main job after a while. 
Choose something that may require weekends or a 
few hours an evening. You may enjoy the extra 
money for the holidays, but you may not enjoy the 
holidays themselves as much if you wear yourself 
out in the process.

With holiday deCOrating underway, the Safe Electricity pro- 
gram reminds everyone to avoid potential safety hazards as they place their holiday lights. 

"Holiday lights are a beautiful and economical way to enjoy the season, but lights on 
a tree or other places can create a safety hazard if used improperly," says Molly Hall, direc- 
tor of the Safe Electricity program. "We want everyone to have a bright, safe holiday sea- 
son." 

Safe Electricity encourages using these tips when decorating with lights: 

• Use lights that have been safety tested and approved by Underwriters Laboratory 
(UL). Look for the UL label on the box and on each string. 

• If you use a fresh tree, water it frequently and place it away from heat sources such as 
heating ducts, a fireplace, radiators or a television. 

• Before plugging in lights, check each string for broken sockets, frayed cords or faulty 
plugs. Replace any damaged strings. 






Make sure extension cords are in good condition. Use only UL approved cords that 
are rated to carry the electrical load you will connect to them. 

• Keep electric cords out of high-traffic areas. Don't stretch them across a room where 
people can trip over them; likewise, don't hide them under rugs or carpets that people will 
trample on. 

• Always unplug lights before going to bed or leaving your home. 

"Checking the condition of electrical cords is very important, as a frayed or cracked 
cord could cause a shock or fire," said Hall. "Likewise, an overloaded extension cord also 

poses a fire hazard." 

Whether decorating for the holiday or using extension cords in general, read the label 
on both the cord and the appliances being used to make sure the cord can handle the 
load. If it can't, change to a higher-rated cord or unplug some appliances. 

While some people may load up an extension cord to free outlet space over the holi- 
days, remember that extension cords are meant for temporary, not permanent, use. *fc

• Glycerin. This is available 
at pharmacies for a $3-$«l for a 4 
oz. bottle, but it may have to be ordered.

• Ribbon and lace 

Hint— Glycerin stabilizes the glitter, but don't 
use too much, as it might cause glitter clumping. 

What you do: 

1 . Super glue the figure and decorations to 
the inside of the lid. Make sure you leave 
enough space around the edge for the jar to 




screw down in. 

2. Fill your jar with water, but 
not all the way to the top. Leave 
enough room for the decorations 
and glitter. Add 1 teaspoon glyc- 
erin per inch of water and mix well. 

3. Put the glitter in the jar. For 
every inch of water you need 1 tea- 
spoon of glitter or to suit your own 
taste. 

4. Screw on the lid. For extra security you 
can glue the lid on. 

5. Glue lace around the bottom edge of the 
lid to hide it. Put the ribbon over the glued lace.

Tools 

For informal displays, you will need a good pair of florists' scissors, a pair of pruners 
for cutting wood stems, a small, sharp knife for scraping stems and buckets in which to 
condition flowers (use pitchers or vases for smaller flowers). For more complex arrange- 
ments, you may need florists' foam, chicken wire, stub wires, wire cutters, florists' gum 
and prongs. -

Flower choice 

> 

First decide on the type of arrangement (or arrangements) you want at your party. 
Where would you like to display it? How much space is available? What vases or other 
receptacles do you have? What flowers are in season? Do they dictate your color scheme 
or tie in with it? Low displays are most suitable for the table, but larger bold ones really 
can impress; either have one on the dining table until guests sit down to eat or place on 
a side table or mantelpiece. 



Conditioning 

Buy flowers three days in advance of the occasion, selecting 
specimens mat are just beyond the bud stage, with healthy fresh 
leaves. Check that stems that have been underwater are not 
white or pale and are free of slimy bacteria. 

When you return home, prepare all plant material by cutting 
the ends of the stems at a sharp angle and scraping 2 inches 
around each stem up from the base. Remove any leaves mat will 
be submerged in the final arrangement, and plunge the flowers or 
foliage into a bucket of water with three or four drops of house- 
hold bleach added (this inhibits the bacteria that causes plants to 
rot). Leave in a cool, light (not sunny) place for at least two hours, 
but preferably overnight or until buds have opened and you do 
the arrangement, ideally the day before the event. Keep the buck- 
ets in a cool place to prolong the plant material's life. 

Once arranged, change the water regularly, adding a few drops of bleach each time. 
Drooping stems are sometimes revived by placing their ends into almost boiling water 
for five to ten minutes. $

tion, which features more than 200 robots and space toys 
ranging from a few inches tall to life-sized. These pieces date 
from the pre-war era to the 1960s, the golden age of robots, when robots were the 
toys to own.
